Fans See 


Giants Beat Sox in Paris 


Surprised When Players Earning Big Salar- 
ies Fail to Hit—“Like a Funeral,” 
Jennings Says.

PARIS, Nov. 8.—More than 6000 


French spectators, .more. or less 
bored, although somewhat curious, 
were introduced today to baseball 
when the New York Giants de- 
feated the Chicago. White Sox, 8 to 
0, in an exhibition game at the 
Olympic stadium. | 


There were some signs of inter- 
est when the Giants tallied six 
runs in the seventh and single runs 
in the following two innings. But 
the French seemed rather puzzled 
today what it was a}! about. They 
expressed some surprise when hot 
liners appeared, or sizzling 
grounders were gathered in and 
shot to first, but it all looked so 
easy that they soon took any good 
work for granted. 

The experienced fans—there was 
a number present—voiced ‘their 
disappointment at intervals, for 
they found the game slow with few 
flashes of big league form dis- 
played. Hughey Jennings, jump- 
ing up and down on the coaching 
line, said: 

“This is like a funeral.” 

Fans Puzzled. 

When Heine Groh stopped a hot 
liner-from the bat of Dave Ban- 
croft, the French “fans” arose to 
their feet and asked: 

“Why did he stop it?” 


One Frenchman remarked to an- 


other, “Why, it’s not as speedy as 
association football.” 

“Why doesn’t he hit it?” asked 
the French spectators when the 
batsmen fanned. They wondered 
why the Giants and Sox, who they 
had heard, received more pay than 
the President of France, couldn’t 
hit ball when it was thrown 
them. 


Didn’t Understand Diagram. 

A diagram and a technical ex- 
planation of the game of paseball 
perfectly clear to anyone who al- 
ready knew something of_it, was 
distributed in circular form. But 
the French didn’t understand it. 
They couldn't see any difference 
between a high fly and a foul tip 
or a homer. “Why doesn't he 
run?” they said to each other when 
a batter flied out. One of them 
suggested that Kamm, the Chicago 
third baseman, ought to have a lit- 
tle wire netting between his legs 
when he muffed a couple of fast 
ones. One of the mysteries to the 
Yrench “enthusiasts” was why the 
umpires made strange motions. A 
few of the well-informed natives 
asked why there was no suggestion 
of killing the umpire as they had 
often read was always made at 
baseball games in the United States.

A lulle- 
tin announced he had failed per- 
ceptibly since morning. 

The announcement followed ~@ 
bulletin at noon today, which stat- 
ed that the Senator was somewha’ 
weaker than he had been, although 
hig condition at that time was es- 
sentially the same as it had been 
for the preceding 72 hours. The 
bulletin issued at 6:20 said: ' 

“Condition less favorable. Ifas 
failed perceptibly during the day.”

Wife Forces Man to Tell of 
After Note Is Found in 
His Pocket.

INDULGED IN DRINKS 
AND SOME “PETTING” 


Says They Tatked of Plan 
of Getting Stuart’s Secre- 
tary to Tell What She 
Knew About Him. 


The Stuart divorce trial at Clay- 
ton yesterday developed igto a 
four-party affair, A _ flirtatious 
husband, who had intended to tes- 
tify for the pretty defendant, was 
compelled by his own wife to tes- 
tify“Yor the plaintiff. 

The new witnesses were Grant C. 
Melrose and his wife, Emma, of 
4526 Enright avenue. The plain- 
tiff and defendant in the -divorce 
action are, respectively, Frank J. 
Stuart, wealthy manufacturer, and 
his third wife, who before her mar- 
riage, was a musical comedy ac- 
tress under the name of Dorothy 
South. 

Was Important Witness. 

Melrose, although professing en- 


mity for Stuart, probably was his 
most important witness, A jaunty 
little man about 40 years old, wear- 
ing sport clothes, he got on the 
witness stand at his wife's direc- 
tion and told in detail of his as- 
sociation with Mrs. Lillian Stuart, 
in which he said both indulged in 
cigarettes, highballs and “petting.” 
And Mrs. Melrese told of her hus- 
band's telephone conversations with 
“Dot” and of finding a letter from 
Mrs. Stuart in his pockets. 

Usually quiet and domesticated, 
Melrose began to change a few 
weéks ago, Mrs. Melrose testified, 
and she began to watch -him. A 
week ago friday. while at home, he 
answered the telephone and replied 
guardedly “yes” and “no” until 
he made one slip and said, “yes, I 
will, Dot.” He went away after 
dinner, pleading a business en- 
gagement at the Claridge Hotel. 
"A few days liater Mrs. Melrose 
continued, she found a letter in 
one of his coats, signed “Dorothy 
South,” asking him to testify in her 
defense at the divorce trial. 

At this point, Mrs. Melrose was 
asked if she was being paid 
/ Stuart to testify. She replied: “No, 
‘I'm testifying against this woman 


my husband away from me.”’ 

Mrs. Melrose testified she tele- 
phoned Stuart, and after telling 
him of the letter, said she wanted 
to testify for him and would have 
her husband do likewise. Mrs. 


Stuart was “bold enough” to con-+: 


tinue’ telephoning Melrose, Mrs. 
Melrose added, ‘so I asked my hus- 
band not to see her again.” 


Fell Out With Stuart. 
Stuart told newspaper reporters 
that Mrs. Meirose had given her 


husband the alternative of testify- 
ing against Mrs. Stuart, or leaving 
home. Melrose, who had “fallen 
out” with Stuart while selling 
stock for him, thereupon decided 
to make the best of an awkward 
situation and appear for Stuart. 

Melrose, who is now connected 
with a correspondence school with 
offices in the Arcade Building, tes- 
tified he was introduced to Mrs. 
Stuart more than a year ago in 
the Stuart home on Westmoreland 
Drive, University City. On Oct. 23, 
last, he added, he received a writ- 
ten invitation to call upon Mrs. 
Stuart at the,Marquette Hotel. On 
the following Tuesday they “sat 
and talked” on the hotel's 
zanine floor. 

Suggestion was made by Mrs. 
Stuart, Melrose related, that Miss 
Mabel Walsh, Stuart's secretary, be 
taken to some room and be forced 
to tell “what she knows about 
Stuart,” with a hidden dictaphone 
recording the talk. 

Phones Her “Good Night.” 

“We had a few highballs and 
smoked a few cigaretted and I got 
so I was willing to agree to most 
anything,” Melrose continued. 
“Well, we epent the first part of 
the evening discussing this plan. 
but after that we forgot everything 
but each other. After leaving her. 
Tt went to a saloon and telephoned 
her “Good night.’ ”

Johnson's 
lawyer had put the money in the 
bank for safekeeping, but it would

was, would have light work to. do, 

Johnson's sthile didfi’t evén come 
off when a friend “playfully” took 
the, $4500 from his pocekt last 
Tuesday and ran off with it. 
The world was kind and he would 
return. But Hfe had shed its one 
ray of kindness, and Johnson now 
is shifting for himself. 

Back to the Lodging House. 

Yesterfay afternoon Johnson 
arose painfully from his seat on the 
edge of his cot in the Municipal 
Lodging House and, shuffling to 
Centra] District Police Station, told 
Capt. Loepker his story. . His 
friend, the fellow who, Johnson 
said, had run away with his mopey, 
denied he had taken the bills. He 
was arrested, but the money was 
gone and Johnson, dumbly sorrow- 
ful, limped back to his quarters to 
listen to the aimless chatter of the 
other castaways who were no poor- 
er than he. 

Johnéon was injured Feb. 18 at 
the plant of the Continental Part- 
land Cement Co. under a fall of 
cement. When he left the hospital, 
Johnson was using @ cane and the 
physician who had been attending 
him told him his left leg was para- 
lyzed and would never regain its 
Hfe again. The company settled his 
claim on a basis which brought 
him $4500 and Johnson, knowing 
little of the ways of business, con- 
sented to hig attorney's plan to put 
it in the bank. .. 

“Leave it there until you find 
some place to invest it?’ the lay- 
yer told him. “And be sure u 
invest it in something safe.” 


Gets Cash—Goes to Seloon. 
There was not much satisfaction 


and he decided to withdraw it. He

PARIS, Nov. 8-—-Two amed re- 
volts and one attempt at gun-run- 
ning within the last 24 hours in 
Northern Spain are believed to 
have ushered in the long antici- 
pated revolution against the exist- 
ing military dictatorship. If suc- 
cessful the movement which over- 
throws Premier Primo de Rivera 
may also bring down the monarchy 
with him, for King Alfonso has 
supported the directorate. 

News reached Paris today of an 
armed conflict in Barcelona, where 
the present dictator started the 
revolution which placed him in 
power. Tonight comes word of a 
fight between gendarmes and Aa 
crowd of revolutionaries at Irun, 
just across the Basque frontier 
from Fance. Three have been 
killed and many wounded in this 


~ fight. 


The motive for this battle is be- 
lieved to be a desire to liberate 
Gen. Berenguer, former command- 
er in Morocco, who has been seén- 
tenced to six months imprisonment 
in the fortress of Fuenterrabia, two 
kilometers from Irun. Gen. Be- 
renguer is very popular with most 
of the Moroccan expeditionary 
force and with the troops at home. 

He was sentenced for attending 
a dinner at the Athenaeum Club in 
Madrid where the Rivera dictator- 
chip was attacked in several 
speeches. He is also known to 
favor return to constitutional gov- 
ernment and giving the people a 


_ chance to decide whether they want 


a@ republic or monarchy. 
6 Revolationista Captured. 

The Barcelona affair was a bat- 

fle between the police and a smal! 
group of revolutionists who were 
headed for the military barracks 
with —— 
The police were in foree—Barce- 
jona because of its reputation as 
a cradle of revolutions is always 
heavily policed—and easily routed 
the rebels, seizing their bombs. But 
one policeman and two of the in- 
surgents were killed and several 
wounded in the fighting. ' 

Meanwhile on the French fron- 
tier the authorities caught a band 
of 22 Spaniards trying to cross the 
Bach carried several auto- 
matics and a quantity of ammuni- 
tion. Only 6 of them were held and 
the others were disarmed. Two of 
‘the leaders of this band, Alexandre 
are 
hhown as revolutionist from Cata- 
Jénia, the Province of which Barce- 
lona is Ahe capital. 


The nish Federated Press has 
chosen this momenf to lift the cen- 
sorship. This association of newa- 
papers, which has grown in im- 
portance since Rivera became Dic- 
tator, is acting with the support of 
public opinion.

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—Employes of

The men’s demands involve an

roads. The strikers are running 
trains transporting foodstuffs, and 


erwise the walkout is effective. 

A further result today was that 
the workers of the German rail- 
roads, mortgaged for reparations 
under the Dawes plan, have called 
a meeting for Tuesday to decide 
whether they, too,.. sheuld not 
manifest their dissatisfaction by 
quitting work. 

Due to Warfare in Labor. 


The Austrian strike and Seipel’s 
resignation are by-products of the| 
(Central European war, which In- 
dustrialists are making on labor 
unions and Socialism. The strike 
has been undertaken as a test of} 
strength between the unions and/| 
the bourgeoise parties. If, as seems 
likely from tonights dispatches, 
the Austrian Government capitu- 
lates, the Socialists will have gained 
a tremendous political victory. 

The German railroad men are 
discontented because of the steady 
cut in personnel and the present 
low standard of wages for those 
who are left. But the Reich has 
refused to negotiate and Tuesday's 
meeting will decide the course of 
the unions. 

The New York World and Post- 
Dispatch have already told how 
German industrialists, In their ef- 
fort to cripple Socialism and the 
unions here, have poured funds in- 
to the coffers of the reactionary 
rerman national party for use in 
the present election campaign. 

Free from Soctalist Influence. 

The Vossische Zeitung today pub- 
lishes a list of the Industrialists 
who have canvassed their fellow 
tinagnates for contributions to- 
ward “a government free from 
bocialist influence.” The names 
include Fritz Thyssen, son of Au- 
rust Thyssen; Ludwig von Winter- 
feldt, of the Siemens y Schukert 
Works; Ernst Borsig.

Cooper and Browne, Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, and Voight, Agri- 
culture. Frecr, an outstanding 
disciple in the La Follette school 
of econmics, is fifth ranking mem- 
ber on the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, the most important in the 
House. 

The plan which administration 
leaders now have under discussion 
is, when the next Congress con- 
venes, to send each of these insur- 
gent representatives and Senators 
a letter, asking him from which 
party he expects to receive his 
committee assignments. Naturally, 
they are expected to reply that 
they expect to receive them from 
the Republican party, as they have 
hitherto. The letters would then 
be submitted to the party caucus 
and the point would be made that 
these men had repudiated the 
party in the last election, were no 
longer members of it, and hence 
should be listed as independents 
or progressives, and assigned on 
that new basis. 

Up to Party Cancus. 

This would put La~Follette at 
the bottom of the committees on 
whieh he is now near the top: it 
would cost him his one chairman- 
ship, and it might be used to take 
him off these important commit- 
tees entirely, and _.place him, and 
Brookhart, too, on minor commit- 
tees. It is interesting to recall ir 
this connection that La Follette 
started at the bottom of these im- 
portant committees 20 years ago, 
when he was regarded as much 
more “'regular’’ than he is now, 
and has climbed the _ seniority 
ladder. 

The beheading will be rendered 
easier by the fact that it will be 
dene in a party caucus, not in the 
Senate as a whole. To be sure, La 
Follette and his adherents are no* 
the sort of men to supnmit without 
a fight, and it probably will be a 
spectacular one. There is no can- 
nier parllamentarian in the 
Senate than the Wisconsin rebel, 
and he may manage to get the 
fight to the Senate floor. But 
Democrats, with the election re- 
sults in Maryland and New Jersey 
in mind, are likely to be slow in 
coming to his assistance this time. 

Wheeler Becomes a Target. 

Indeed, fhe Democrats may 
choose to mix some medicine for 
their’ own insurgent, Senator 
Wheeler, who was La Follette's 
running mate. They are very bit- 
ter over his defection. When 
the question of voting confidence 
in Wheeler came before the ~ 
ate last session, following his in- 
dictment in Montana, his Dem»- 
eratic colleagues stood by him. 
They feel that he showed scant 
gratitude. 

Wheeler, of course, takes the 
attitude that, as honorable men, 
they must have voted for him be- 
cause they believed him innocent. 
in which case he owes them noti- 
ing for merely doing their duty. 


Free Hand in House. 

In the matter of organizing the 
two Houses, the situation is as fol- 
lows: 

In the House, 246 seats in the 
next Congresa will be nominally 
Republican, 184 Democratic, three 
Farmer-Labor, and two Bocialist. 
Thus, 218 constitutes a 
Included in the 246 “Republicans” 
are the 10 La Follette adherents 
from Wisconsin, and not more 
than six others who' might vote 


majority. 


The Republicans willbe able to 
organize the House precisely as they 
see fit. They may, indeed, decide 
to repeal the changes in the rules 
forced upon them by Progressives 
at the last session. 


Narrow Margin in Senate. 

The situation in the Senate is 
less simple, and would become 
further involved by the death or 
the physically enforced, retirement 
of Senator Lodge, who is 74 years 
old. ‘Today the lineup fs: Reparb- 
lican ‘Yegulars,” 49; Democrats, 39; 
La Follette group, 7; and Farmer- 
Labor, 1. (This assumes the de- 
feat of Bursum, Republican, by 
Bratton, Democrat, in New Mexi- 
co.) Here, likewise, the Progress- 
ives have lost their key position be- 
cause of Democratic lossses to the 
Republicans and through the de- 
feat of Magnus Johnson, Farmer- 
Laborite, by a Republican tn Min- 
‘nesota. 

» Nevertheless, the position of the 
administration in the Senate is 
ticklish. Its listing of Borah and 
Couzens as “regulars,” is based 
quite as much on hope as on ex- 
perience, and McMaster of South 
Dakota and Schall of Minnesota, 
also counted in, are of, extremely 
doubtful “regularity.” : 

If iw becomes necessary to hold 
a spécial election In Massachusetts 
for Senator Lodge’s seat, it is re- 
garded as a certainty that Senator 
David I. Walsh, Democrat, whom 
Gillette,, beat for re-election, will 
stand, Considering that Walsh ran 
about 200,000 ahead of his ticket, 
and almost defeated Gillette, de- 
spite the Coolidge landslide in the 
State, he would be a top-heavy fa- 
vorite against almost anybody the 
Republicans could start. 


End to Investigations. 
In addition to the fight to read 
La Follette and his supporters out 


of the party, two other interesting 
prospects appear in connection 
with the next Congress. One is 
that the investigation trade, which 
boomed so vigorously and. spéctac- 
ularly in the last session, in all 
likelihood will decline. "The other 
is that the Mellon’ tax plan, or 
some paraphrase of it, will be in- 
troduced again. 

In the Senate, which conducted 
the Teapot Dome and Daugherty 
inquiries, there will be no tor- 
menting combine of Democrats 
and Progressive Republicans large 
enough to force such investigations 
down the throat of squirming Re- 
publican membership. Moreover, 
the investigators are discour 
by what happened Tuesday. 

When the. electorate after tn- 
specting the “é¢atch” made by the 
fishers of Teapot Dome and the 
Department of Justice, responded 
by giving the administration the 
largest plurality in history, -the 
dragnet became an unpopular too!

One hopeful feature of that 
question, however, may be seen in 
the fact that eSnator Walsh, hero 
of the Teapot Dome investigation. 
was ré-elected, although Coolidge 
carried the state. 

Melion Plan Up Again. 

The Mellon tax plan was the pet 
of the administration and is not to 
be/ lightly abandoned. Secretary 
Mellon has not relinquished hope 
for it; Senator. Smoot, chairman of 
the Senate Finknce Committee, still 
feele that surtaxes on large  in- 
comes must come down, and the 
adminis‘ration certainly will con- 
strue the election as a popular in- 
dorsement of administration poll- 
icles, of which the Méllon plan was 
perhaps the most important. 

It didn't get far at the last ses- 
sion. President Coolidge could not 
even rally the “regular’’ members 
of his own party to its support, but 
Congressmén dre the first to hark- 
en to “The. voice of the peopte,” 
and 8,000,000 plurality. for Presi- 
dent Coolidge already has had a 
chastening effect on many of them, 
which is likely to deepen upon re- 
flection. 


In Session Next Month. 

Meantime, the short session of 
the olti Congress will open Dec. 1 
and continue until March 4. The 
passage of appropriation and p- 
ply bills probably be its main c n- 
cerns. With the La Follette people 
holding for the. time being, their

Baker carried 61 counties, 
and Nelson 63. The banner Re- 
publican county was St. Louis 
County, which gave Baker a lead 
of 10,761; the banner Democratic 
county was Boone, with a lead of 
5702 for Nelson. 

Greene County, long a Republli- 
can stronghold, gave Nelson a leal 
of three votes. Franklin County 
gave a Republican lead of 3019. 

Returns on the presidential vote 
lack 220 precincts. The 3861 
other precincts gave President 
Coolidge 612,597; John W. Davis, 
542,263, and Senator La Follette, 
65,306. ‘Ten counties did not re- 
port the vote for La Follette. The 
remaining precincts are not ex- 
pected to reduce or increase great- 
ly the Coolidge plurality of ap- 
proximately 70,000. 

Baker carried his home county, 
Cole, by 1355, while Coolidge’s 
plurality in Cole was 1191.

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Mrs. Julia Kildea, Who Was 
Born in Ireland, Outlived 
Husband and 7 Children. 


Mrs. Julia Kildea of East &t. 
Louls, who was 105 years old, ac- 
cording to her grandson, John Kil- 
dea, died Friday at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, East St. Louis. She was born 
in County Cork, Ireland, outlived 
her husband and seven children, 
and lived to see her three grand- 
children married. 

She retained full use of her men- 
tal faculties up to the time of her 
death, her grandchildren sald, and 
was physically active until] she suf- 
fered qn injury to her back in a 
fall about seven months ago. Until 
that time, she would insist on tak- 
ing care of her own clothes and 
preparing her own meals, 

Mrs. Kildea spent much eof her 
time out of doors and toek long 
walks. Her grandchildren deseribed 
her as a plain, old-fashioned wa- 
man, who spoke wittingly of the 
modern women, their fashions and 
their part in political affairs. 

Mrs. Kildea wag married at the 
age of 18 or 19 to John Kildea in 
Ireland, where the seven children 
were born. Four of them dled dur- 
ing a famine. 

During the 60s, her husband 
came to the United States, served 
in a war with the Indians and then 
settled in St. Louis, In the vicinity 
of what is now Sarah street and 
Easton avenue. His wife and three 
remaining children joined him four 
years later, 

Early in the 60s, they moved to 
a site in Fast St. Louls, then known 
as “Bloody Island,” near the east 
approach of the Bads bridge, and 
now the property of the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. Kildea then was work- 
ing as a clerk for the Vandalia 
Railroad and remained in the erh- 
ploy of that company until his 
death in 1890. 

Mrs. Kildea lived most of the 
later years of her life at the home 
of Mrs. Edward Kildea, 329 North 
Sixth street, East St. Louis, the 
widow of Edward Kildea, one of 
the three children who came from 
Ireland with the mother, and who 
died five years ago. Another of 
the children, Julia Kildea, died 30 
years ago, and Michael] Kildea, also 
an old employe of the Vandalia 
Rallroad, was killed in the tornado 
of 1896. All were residents of East 
Et. Louis. 

The grandchildren, also of East 
St. Louis, are Mrs. Nellie Ham- 
mons, 1014 St. Louls avenue; Per- 
ry Kildea, 31, 2508 Ridge dvenue, 
and John Kildea, 35, of 1701 North 
Fiftieth street, whose children, 
Nannette, 3 years old, and Graney 
8, are the only great-grandchildren. 

The funeral will be held at 9 a. 
m. tomorrow from an undertaker's 
chapel, at Seventh and Illinois 
streets, with services at St. Pat- 
rick’s Church and interment in Cal- 
vary Cemtery.

Out of the depths of mediocrity 
and disappointment, the Tigers.— 
11 fighting, irresistible junglemen 
—rose to heights of astonishing 


brilliancy to overwhelm Harvard 
by a score of 34 to 0, In one of the 
most sensational upsets football 
annals have ever recerded. 
Banked around the sides of the 
Harvard stadium, a vast crowd of 
53.000 had come to expectation of 
a Harvard victory, for the Crimson 
ruled a decided pre-game favtr- 
ite, but instead it was thrown into 
a frenzy by a comeback as spec- 
tacular as it was startling and ef- 
fective.

HERE is a2 movement on 

foot in the golf world to 
shorten the National Amateur 
tournament in some way. Some 
advocate stricter eligibility rules 
to reduce the field, making itt 
possible to play the qualifying 
round in one day. Others advo- 
cate two or more 18-hole rounds, 
with two matches a day, so that 
the tournament can be held in 
one week, instead of starting on 


one Saturday and finishing the . 


next, with a Sunday of idleness 
between the two 18-hole quali- 
fying rounds. 

In 1920 the championship was 
held at the Engineers Club, 
Rosiyn, N. Y., and both Ena- 
gineers and North Shore courses 
were used, so that the qualify- 
ing was finished in one day. 
Thére were complaints against 
the system and so, in 1921, when 
the tourney was held at the St. 
Louis Country Club, the present 
system of 18 holes on Saturday 
and 18 on Monday was adopted. 
The objection to this, after four 
years, is that it takes men away 
from their homes\and business 
too long. 

The British System. 

N England there is no quali- 

fying round, the system of 
starting with a large field at 
match play doing away with a 
feature of tournaments to which 
there are many objections. One 
or two bad holes itn a medal 
round may ruin the chances of a 
fine golfer, whose score other- 
wise might be sufficiently good 
to defeat in match play all the 
other golfers in the tournament. 
However, the qualifying round is 
a fixture in this country. 

The proposal hag been made 
that the tournament be given 
only to clubs or districts which 
have two courses available, so 
that two 18-hole qualifying 
rounds could be played on one 
day. This would cut the length 
of the tournament to six days, 
instead of eight. Another sug- 
gestion is that 36 holes be played 
and that only 16 qualify for 
match play. But that would put 
too much importance on the 
qualifying round. Another plan 
ig to play only 18 holes in the 
qualifying round. 

The officials of the United 
States Golf Association have 
taken no notice of the agitation, 
but it is Ikely that the subject 
will be brought up this winter at 
the annual meeting. The ques- 
tion then having been brought 
officially before the association 
may be referred . the golfers, 
perhaps for a vote at the 1925 
winter meeting.

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AGENCIES IN COMMUNITY 
FUND REPORT AS BASIS 
FOR NEXT YEAR’S BUDGET 


More Than 150,000 Persons Will Have Been 
Served by End of Year—Increase in 
Revenues Necessary. 


Reports sent in by the 80 chari- 
ties and philanthropies in the Com- 
munity Fund show that more than 
160,000 persons in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County will have been 
served by the end of the year by 
the agencies. The Budget Commit- 
tee, which is engaged in fixing the 
budgets for the agencies, is using 
these service reports to determine 
the 1925 needs of the Fund. 


The 1924 fund amounted to §$1,- 
495,887. The amount to be sought 
in the coming campaign, Nov. 14 to 
24, will be considerably larger. 

Agencies in the Community Fund 
are divided into groups according 
to the type of service rendered. 
There is the group for dependent 
and neglected children, the needy 
and homeless families and indi- 
viduals; the sick and injured, and 
the promotion of health: the pro- 
tection and reformation of the way- 
ward and delinquent; character 
building, education arid recreation; 
and community service. 

Work in Children’s Group, 

In the children’s group, the Chifl- 
dren’s Ald Society made 10,813 vis- 
its and aided 13876 children. Of 
these, 49 were given free care. 

Mission Free School gave 10,761 
days of care to 60 children. They 
were taught grade school 
cooking, sewing and housecleanthg. 
Boys as well as girls receive this 
instruction. 

The Protestant Orphan Home 
gave 29,117 days of care to 80 
youngsters. The Christian Orphans 
Home cared for 22 boys and 26 
girls under 3; 90 boys and 92 girls

PREDICTS ALL STATES WILL 
TEST FITNESS OF DRIVERS 


Connecticut Motor Vehicle Official Says 
Licenses Will Be Based Upon Official 
Examinations. 


“The time is not far 4istant. 
when for the protection of careful 
motorists and pedestrians, all states 


will license the drivers of motor ve 
hicles upon examination as to their 
fitness and will revoke licenses 
upon violation of any of the rules 
by which it is held, says B. Stoeckel, 
motor-vehicle commissioner of Con- 
necticut, one of the small group of 
Eastern States which have adopte4 
a uniform code for examination and 
revocation of drivers’ licenses. 
“The fundamental principle upon 
which an operator's license law is 
based may be to the effect that, 
properly stated, the granting of an 
operator’s license and its suspen- 
sion and revocation by a sovereign 
power is a proper exercise of the 
police power,” says Stoecke!l. 

“It is admitted common sense 
that the greatest variable factor in 
the whole problem of safe opera- 
tion of motor vehicles is the ego, 
the personality, the individualism 


of the operator. 

A standard to’'measure this can, 
of course, never be exactl yset. But 
at least tests of mentality and of 
proper driving experience can and 
should be efficiently applied before 
an operator is licensed and those 
tests kept applicable through his 
whole driving period. The license 
System provides the necessary ma- 
chinery to accomplish this. Under 
it can be had: 

“(1) Examination of all opera- 
tors before license is issued. 

“(2) Discipline and education of 
all operators while licensed. 

“During the course of an exami- 
nation all that class of persons who 
are by nature, disease or habit un- 
fitted to operate motor vehicles 
will be finally eliminated. It is 
only a matter of a short time be- 
fore all the states will have in 
operation a comparison whereby 
any person who Bgs been finally re- 
fused a license in one State will be 
refused in others.”

MOTOR TRAFFIC 
FATALITIES 14,00 
FOR NINE MONTHS 


September Record Is Worst 
for Year—70 Per Cent of 
Those Killed Pedestrians, 
Records Show. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Motor 
traffic deaths in September are es- 
timated to have agregated 2100, by 
far the worst record this year, and 
the deaths in the first nine months 
of 1924 were more than 14,000. 
These figures are based on reports 
to the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce from newspapers, 
safety councils and other sources. 

Urgent need of greater protec- 
tion for pedestrians is seen in the 
figures, for 70 per cent of the Sep- 
tember fatalities occurred to them. 
The death toll was 17 per cent 
larger in Septmber than in the | 
same month a year ago and $8 per 
cent larger than in August. 

25 Cities Have Clear Record. 

Twenty-five cities reported no 
traffic fatalities in September, 
those with more than 50,000 popu- 
lation being: Hartford, Conn.; 
New Bedford, Mass.; Yonkers, N. 
Y.; Norfolk, Va.; Salt Lake City, 
Utah; Springfield, I1l.; Manchester, 
N. H., and Springfield, Ohio. New 
York City reported 711 traffic | 
deaths in nine months as compared 
with 670 in the first nine months 
of 1923 ang Chicago 383 as com- 
pared with 395.

Always about him was a touch of the 
romantic, even from the earliest days when 
he formed little daring companies every night 
and braved panic years successfully by the 
skin of his teeth—or’ when, to touch on an- 
other side of him, he wrote a history of Dela- 
ware County and rewrote it from memory at 
top speed when the manuscript was burned 
in his publisher's office.

She, 
the charming rebel, who helped her hus- 
band, Count Michael, upset a thousand years 
of Magyar rule in Hungary, is dining with 
New York aristocrats with democratic pro- 
clivities. Miss Margaret Wilson, Mrs. J. B. 
Harriman, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Mrs. 
James W. Gerard, Miss Jane Addams and 
Mrs. Gifford Pinchot are among the women 
whose names appeared on the list of her re- 

ception committee. 

An echo of those troublous years in Hun- 
gary followed the Countess across from En- 
giand. Indeed, some of the story preceded 
ber by cable. Hungarian nobility has not for- 
gotten. Certain of her enemies warned the 
National Security League that she was a dan- 
gerous communist and called her “Red Cath- 
erine.” There was a temporary flurry while 
the league was seeking to have her barred 


from the country as an undesirable alien. Re- 


porters, meeting her on the deck of the steam- 
er, George Washington, thought, “Red Cath- 
erine? Bosh! Glorious Catherine.” 

She was a bit hurt that America, ber ideal, 
should doubt the genuineness of her democ- 
racy. One who knows her story will agree 
that she had a right to feel hurt. For in the 
gervice of democracy she and her husband for- 
feited title, estate and country. She is de- 
classe tn her own land. Poverty stricken, 
obliged to turn to the lecture platform for 
funds, her husband laid up in England with 
injuries suffered in an accident, she might 
occasion pity, but certainly not suspicion.

¥ Social System of tooo Years 


There is a medieval social system in the 
Countess’ home land. She and her husband 
were born in the Middle Ages, politically 
speaking. The wild Magyars who moved from 
& gypsy tribal state into castles and palaces 
slong the Danube have believed themselves 
to be the Lord's § anointed. Other ruling 
classes bave possessed the same delusion, but 
mever so absurdly as do the Hungarian no- 
bility. 


Noblesse oblige is a passion with then. 
They look only toward each other. Through 
10 centuries a deep-seated aversion to work 
of any sort bas been cultivated by the Hun- 
garian noblemen. Work is for peasants and 
for bourgoisie. Their days must be spent in 
gembling, love-making and carousing, with 
a bunt now and then. or a fight, to relieve the 
monotony. Holding buge grants of land, each 
of the nobility had until the war peasants who 
worked to the glory and gain of their master.

For Peace During the War 


The World War broke before the young 
Count had made up his mind to act. He was 
the second richest peer in the kingdom, pos- 
sessing a fortune estimated at $30,000.000.

daughter, the Countess Apponyi, who were widely welcomed a 


year ago though it was no- 


torious that they were making a pro-German tour of America. 


Absolute loyalty to the empire was expected of 
bim, and he acquiesced in the sword-jangling 
of those days before the Austrian break with 
Serbia. But he believed it a mistake for 
Hungary to join the Central Powers in their 
war against the allies. His wife concurred 
in this opinion, having established various 
enlightening friendships with young suffrag- 
ettes in England and France. She had be- 
gun to think the new political philosophy also. 

When in 1918 it was certain that the Cen- 
tral Powers had played Germany’s game and 
lest, Count Karolyi was the first Hungarian 
to Suggest a separate peace. With the permis- 
sion of Emperor Charlies, who was thor- 
oughly sick of the war, he headed several 
missions which discussed signing an armistice. 

The crash came in a few months. Hungary 
was part of the Austrian Empire dismembered 
at Versailles. Rumania wanted the eastern 
provinees. Czrecho-Slovakia and Jugo-Slavia 
wanted their share of the kingdom. When 
the diplomacy of the steal was over Hungary 
found itself with about one-third the territory 
it had possessed before the war. Its ruling 
class had been demoralized, as was the case 
in Russia; the nation was bankrupt: disorder 
was everywhere. 

Im these stirring times the young Countess

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and her husband seemed to be the only mem- 
bers of the nobility who wanted a republic for 
Hungary. Their class as a body clung to the 
hope of a restoration of the monarchy and 
many Hungarians followed Emperor Charles 
and Empress Zita into exile.

Neither Countess Karolyi nor her husband 
cam be acquitted of personal ambition. e 
Count saw a chance to make himself a «f- 
dent, whereas under the monarchy he

given credit for possessing the democratic 
idea in a land as dark politically as the Mid- 
die Ages. 

At any rate, the Karolyi regime came to a 
sudden end. Bela Kun, that mysterious op- 
portunist from the Russian soviet, came into 
Hungary and organized a revolt. The peas- 
ants, under promise of free land, backed him 
and Karolyi and his wife were forced to flee. 

Bela Kun lasted until the summer of 1319. 
His reign was one of rapine and murder, an 
exact parallel to the rule of Lenine in Russia. 

Admiral Nicholas Horthy, Hungary's “man 
of destiny.” then appeared. He had been 
commander of the Austrian fleet and had the 
backing of the monarchist party. Organizing 
a counter, or “white,” revolution, he forced 
Bela Kun to flee the country and established 
himself as regent. His regency was a sop to 
tte noblemen of Hungary who prayed, and 
still pray, for restoration of the monarchy. 


“Land Belongs to the People” 


With the old regime restored to power the 
nobility of the nation found time to reckon 
with Count Karolyi. It was recalled that as 
early as 1914 the Count had advanced dan- 
gerous ideas. Im a speech in the Central 
Opera House at Budapest he had declared: “I 
will not give my estates to the Mazyar people,” 
he said, “because I want the Magyar people to 
come and take them away. The land right- 
finlly belongs to them. When they awaken to 
tris they will go and seize it, and as far as I 
am concerned they will be welcome.” 

Dangerous talk, surely, for a member of 
the most rigidly bound aristocracy in the 
worid! 

Se Count Karolyi, in exile with the Count- 
éss and continually fearful of assassination. 
was brought to trial by a court of peers. The 
verdict néver was in doubt. The charge was 
that he had betrayed Hungary in urging sur- 
render and a separate peace in 1918. He was 
found guilty and his estates confiscated. Every- 
thing and the Countess possessed was 
taken from them. 

hey lived for a time im poverty at Ragusa. 
Crecho-Slovakia, the Countess helping to pro- 
vide food by operating a small motor launch 
as a ferry across the river there. She later 
established a tourist agency. 

Another element enters the story at this 
point. It seems that the Count’s younger 
brother, Joseph, had been much put out at 
his marriage, thinking that if Michael re 
mained a bachelor he would inherit the 
estates. Joseph Karolyi is high in power in 
the Horthy Government. Countess Karolyi 
accuses him of persecuting her and her hus- 
band im revenge for the marriage which de 
prived him of his legacy. 

The Horthy regime. however. had ample 
reason to fear Count Michael and to wish him 
ii inck. He was still popular in Hungary, 
and Horthy was apprehensive of an attempt 
to restore the republic.

tries. They appealed to the Conservatives in 
Engiand, who last year controlled the Govern- 
ment, and were permitted to enter England 
az political refugees. Still, the charge that 
they are communists is persistently repeated 
by agents of the Horthy administration. These 
agents were responsible for the National Se- 
curity League’s apprehension when the Count- 
ess sailed for New York. 

A huge crowd of Hungarian residents of 
New York was at the pier to greet the Count- 
ess. While the hub-bub raged over her char- 
acter, Emil Lengyel, a Hungarian publicist, 


wrote a letter to the New York Times in which 


he pointed out that nothing in the record ef 
her husband or herself indicated communist 
tendencies. Lengyel also reminded the Na- 
tional Security League that it had permitted 
Count Albert Apponyi, ome of the most rabid 
pro-Germans and junkers in the Hungarian 
nobility, to land and make addresses in this 
country, without protest. He came with his 
daughter, also a German propagandist. 

The Countess, who is rated as one of the 
most beautiful women in Europe, sailed 
through the storm unruffied. Her democrat- 
ic manner and cordial talk made a great im- 
pression on reporters who interviewed her 
and the society women who have sponsored 
her lectures are enthusiastic tn their praises. 

She told an interviewer her impression of 
the affair as follows:

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No Effort to Idealize Victim | 


It must be stated in fairness that there has 
been no attempt on the part of officials ar 
newspapers to idealize Loraine Tearell. Be- 
fore she arrived in Myersville she had been 
ordered to leave Hagerstown, Pa. as an un- 


desirable citizen. 

She called herself Dorothy Grandon, hav- 
ing left her real name behind in her home 
town of Martinsburg, W. Va. 

She was by all evidence the sort of wom- 
an condemned by more fortunate ard per- 
haps more virtuous sisters. Her arrival in 
Myersville was welcomed by no one. She 
Came as a tramp, putting up with Mrs. Viola 
Kennedy, who has a cabin at the edge of 
town, and in the shadows of the Blue Ridge. 

Several church members complained to 
Sheriff Albaugh at Frederick City that “ihe 
Grandon woman” would corrupt half the 
church deacons if she was permitted to 
exercise her wiles. The Sheriff agreed that 
to permit her to stay in Myersville wéuld be 
to thrust constant temptation before the up- 
right villagers. So he wrote Miss Tearell 
a letter, ordering her to leave. 

She took the warning seriously and on 
July 24 prepared to walk en to another, town. 
Whatever her life in Myersville had been, it 
was not productive of fimancial prosperity. 
The girl did not have enough money for train 
fare. With a friend, Mabel Mills, and a man 
named John Silvers who was Miss Mills’ 
friend she decided to walk to Middletown, 
a short distance down the state road. 

The word spread over: Myersville that “Dor- 
othy Grandon is skipping out.” Mrs. Mary 
Shank, hearing the news, was beside perself 
with anxiety. She feared that her husband 

was skipping out with Miss Teareil. She 
could not locate him on the evening of hér 
hated rival's departure, and rushed to the 
home of Roma Shank, her father-in-law. 

Shank did not know where Lioyd was. 
Neither did Harry Leatherman, who chanced 
to be there talking to Shank. But Leather-

These 
signs and messages come from 
the “dead,’”’ who still exist, who 
have changed in nothing, who find 
interests analogous to those which 
they found down here, and who 
have still’: to obey natural law, 
which hampers them much in their 
efforts to penetrate our d.ll un- 
derstanding and to overerme our 
ingrained prejudices. 

The nexus between the two 
states of being is that half imma- 
terial stuff which is fine enough 
for them to handle, and yet gross 
enough to impinge upon our 
senses. It has been named ecto- 
plasm by the famous physiologist 
Prof. Charles Richet, who is being 
slowly forced under the weight of 
the evidence, and apparently 
against his will, from a material to 
a spiritual position. ~~ 

It is 50 years since Prof. 
Crookes investigated a material- 
ized ectoplasmic form in his own 
laboratory, taking three years 
over the experiments, and con- 
firming them by 40 photographs 
and many witnesses. Our enemies 
have since objected that no sci- 
entific man has confirmed this ex- 
perience, though it has been dupli- 
cated many times in spiritualistic 
circles. But now such an objee- 
tion merely shows want of famil- 
farity with the facts. Three good 
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scientific men, Richet, Geley and 
Count Grammont, have thoroughly in- 
vestigated similar apparitions in the 
Institut Metapsychique of Paris. These 
figures are visible. They are tangi- 
ble. They walk. They talk. They 
answer to instructions. Molds of their 
hands and feet have been taken, with 
the wrist and ankle apertures so nar- 
row that it is only by dematerializa- 
tion that the limb could be withdrawn. These 
molds have been photographed and duplicates 
can be seen in London. All this under strict 
test conditions. 

What have our opponents to say? They 
can say nothing, but they can try to ignore 
the facts. The public are beginning to realize 
those facts, and that is the beginning of the 
end. Let me give in brief a fewrof the in* 
stances which I have myself experienced of 
spirit return.

He gave me 
advice as to the health of his widow, and mentioned 
a man in Copefihagen whom he wished her to con- 
sult. The name was new to me, but on inquiry I 
found that such a man did exist. The lady was a 
Dane, and was in Copenhagen. Mr. Southey, the 
editor of the Merthyr paper, was my neighbor at 
that seance, and heard the conversation, as did all 
who were about me. 

Sitting with Miss Besinnet in our own home, I 
have seen the materialized face of my mother in 
front of me with such clearness that I could dis- 
tinguish the wrinkles round her eyes. No wax cast 
by the most clever artist could have béen more exact. 
The ladies upon each side of me, my wife and Lady 
Cowan, saw it as clearly as I did. 

Upon another occasion the face of my nephew, 
Oscar Hornung, appeared in the same way. Later, 
in a seance with another medium, he referred to this 
materialization.

HY did Leopold and Loeb, after 
planning so carefully the details 
of their ‘perfect crime,’ go off 
and leave Leopold’s glasses lying 
on the trampled ground near the 
sulvert into which they had stuffed 
the body of their victim?

did Hightower, the half-mad slayer of Father Hes- 
lin, take that piece of tent rope back to his room?

Then when I came to work in a drug store I had 
doctors’ prescriptions to decipher—and doctors are 
the worst writers in the world. Right then I start- 
ed in to qualify as a handwriting expert, and today 
forgery cases constitute two-thirds of my work.” 
The second query was prompted by my realization 
that Heinrich’s point of view regarding the criminal 
was distinctly advanced. “Our legal code,” he had 
said, “is designed to measure justice between adults 
capable of distinguishing right from wrong. It is not 
applicable to the majority of criminals, since the 
majority are below the mental age of 12 years.” 


What future tasks would such a man set himself, 
I wondered. What were his ambitions? - 

‘What would you most like to do?” I asked. 

“Practice preventive criminology,” replied Hein- 
rich promptly. “I have an idea I could write sto- 
ries for boys that would set the stage for life a little 
more realistically than it is done in most juvenile 
fiction. And I'd cast the criminal in the role not of 
the hero but of the victim.” ‘ 


New Uses for Radio 


ADIO is coming to be much more than a 

means of amusement or of communcation. 

Devices developed in fifst instance for radio 

use are proving to be of the utmost value 
for many scientific purposes. — 

For example, the radio time signals now sent out 
by the large stations all-over the world have greatly 
simplified the task of the land surveyof in unsettled 
countries as well as of the ship's captain at sea. It 
is no longer necessary for ships or survey parties to 
carry extremely accurate chronometers. A receiving 
set capable of picking up the time signal is all that 
is mecessary. This, together with an observation of 
the position of the sun in the heavens at a certain 
hour, gives all the data necessary for the determina- 
tion of one’s exact position on the sufface of the 
earth. 2 

Again, in the physical laboratories, the vacuum 
tube and a radio circait using it have 
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Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska and 
lowa showed that -2600 rehabili- 
tated ex-soldiers, or 87 per cent, 
were satisfactorily employed — 
Since then, additional effort by the 
Veterans’ Bureau has brought the 
figure to approximately 95 per cent 
—And 24 per cent of them are.in 
business for themselves, usually ag- 
ricultural or professional—Success 
stories in the files of District No. 9 
include those of a former black- 
smith who became school superin- 
tendent, a farmer who- became 
County Treasurer, a private with 50 
per cent diability who became a 
successful lawyer, and many who 
“made good” at light farming :: 


FORMER coal miner, who has lost one 
of his arms'in the service of his coun- 
try, must find some new way to earn a 
living. A telegrapher”~ has come back 
from the war with his right hand shat- 
tered. A farmer. has returned from 
overseas, but left one of his legs behind 
him. A factory worker has developed tuberculosis 
amid the hardships of military service. A foundry 
man re-enters civil life with a weakened heart which 
necessitates some occupation easier than his former 
work. 

These are just a few of the problems, selected at 
random from many thousands, which the United 
States Government encountered when it atarted in to- 
help disabled veterans of fhe World War. — 

The troops which sailed so confidently to Burope 
had returned in triumph. Fighting had ceased. 
Except for the maneuvers of diplomats, the war was 
over. And now the brass bands no more played their 
stirring martial airs to incite a people’s warlike 
spirit, the orators no longer declaimed about the glo- 
ries of a war which was to end war. 

The war had been won, in a collapse of the Cen- 
tral Empires which speedily followed the entrance of 
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The farmer who left one of his legs in France

American soldiers as actual, well-equipped and reck- 
less combatants. But what of the men who had 
helped to win’ the victory—and many of whom had 
come home maimed or sick as a result of their serv- 
ice? Should not the world of wage-earning be made 
safe for veterans who could not-step back into their 
former places in civil life? 

It was, certainly, -one of the most humanitarian, 
necessary and complex duties ever assumed by a 
Government. 
For example: | 

The coal miner who was mentioned above had re- 
ceived but a sixth-grade education before he en- 
tered the army. With only one arm remaining his 
old job was out of the question. 
The man thought he would like to be a bookkeper, 
although he did not know much about such work. 
But figures always had been 2sasy for him. So the 
Government gave him a course in commercial! train- 
ing, and two years’ later the ex-miner was “rehabili- 
tated’”’ as a bookkeeper. (The quoted word is the of- 
ficial term for re-establishing a service man.in his 
pre-war economic status or its equivalent.) 

The problem of the telegrapher with his shattered 
hand was different. The hand barred him from any 
skilled trade as surely. as it would prevent him 
from handling the telegraph key again. A com 
cial course, followed by intensive training in sales- 
manship, fitted this man for a useful life. 


Light, diversified farming proved to be a suitable. 


and agreeable business for the tubercular factory 
worker, while the farmer who left one of his legs 
in France now works cheerfully at a jeweler’s bench. 
Peshaps the ex-foundry man has recently repaired 
your shoes, for his name is\over the door of a pros- 
perous shoe shop. 

_ “But perhaps these are just exceptional ¢ases,”’ 
the skeptical reader may object, knowing. only too 
well the disgraceful incidents in connection with 
America’s treatment of her ex-service men—the in- 
sufficient hospital facilities, the vile scandals in-

towed, few who can work or who desire to work are 
inactive.” 

Next in interest to the question of how many re- 
habilitated veterans are gainfully employed is the 
query: 

What kind of work have they chosen? 

The recent survey of 3900 men in District No. 9 
snows that 51 per cent of them have been trained 
in the trades and are now in industria! pursuits. 
Of the men who received trade and industria! train- 
ing. 86 per cent were employed at the time of the 
survey. 

The commercial group. which ineludes 26 
per cent of the 3000 trainees. also showed an em- 
pioyment of 86 per cent. 

Inadequate education. in the days before they en- 
tered the army, barred many veterans from training 
in the professions, which otherwise would “are at- 
tracted many more than the 12 per cent who be- 
came doctors. lawyers, dentists, tear er: or en 
gineers. or who. with the aid of the Vetersn: Bu- 
reau, entered other professional work. It sivou'd 
be noted that nine-tenths of t :e pvofessional trainees 
were found to be employed. 

Evidently, agriculture also is a profitable field. 
The agricultural group comprises only about one- 
tent’; of the total number surveved in District: No. 
9 but in that group 89 per cent were found to he 
emploved, and more than hatf were in business for 
themselves. 

“What?” the reader may exclaim. “Is any dis 
abled ex-soldier trained by the Covernmen! pow run- 
ning his own. de-iness’”” : 

Not just one or two among the 2000 surveyed, but 
many of them-——in fact, a general average for the 
total of 24 per cent Of course, the agricu!tura! 
and professional men show a larger percentaze of 
men in one form or another of self-conducted busi 
ness. The figure for the former group ts 53 per cent, 
and for the tatter is 36 per cent. The ownership or 
leasing of farm tands has been encouraged. In 
most cases the only outlet for a professional man’s 
endeavors is throug’ self-employrvment. 

Among the industrial group, 21 per cent are con- 
ducting their own shops. In commercial pursuits, 
employment by others is evidentiy more desirable, 
for only 12 per cent of this group have entered busi- 
ness for themselves. o 

Before this survey, the Veterans Bureau often 
heard the statement that, although a large propor- 
tion of the rehabilitated veterans were em- 
ploved, it wasn't necessarily true that the men 
had been trained into employment by the Govern- 
ment. 

Had the vocational! training been wasted in any 
large number of cases? the bureau officials asked 
themselves. Percentages of the men stil! following 
the work for which they were trained, or in some 
way capitalizing it, were revealed to be as follows in 
the different groups: 

Agricultural, 82: <ommercial. 90: industrial, 
78: professional, $1. and for the entire namber snr- 
veyed, 85. 

It is true that wages generally have risen since 
the United States entered the war, yet satisfaction 
was felt at the headquarters of District No. 9, when 
survey statisti¢s showed that the average wage of 
the 3600 men was $236 a year higher than the av- 
erage pre-war wage of the same 3000 men. This 
figure is for the whole 2000, and includes the un- 
employed. 3 

Based upoa the number of men acitualiy empivyed
